IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend without prejudice claims 18 and 28 as follows: 
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18. (Amended) A method for the wavelength tuning of an optoelectronic component array, the 
optoelectronic component array including at least two optoelectronic components, the method 
comprising: 

comparing a respective measured wavelength of each of the at least two optoelectronic 
components with a respective desired characteristic wavelength so as to determine a respective 
wavelength deviation for each of the at least two optoelectronic components; and 

selectively changing a respective resistance value of a respective resistor arrangement 
connected between each of the at least two optoelectronic components and a respective 
resistance heater associated with each of the at least two optoelectronic components so as to 
achieve a respective thermal change of the respective resistance heater for setting the
